tarium at 7:44 o’clock last night. 
Mr. Debs would have been 71 
years old had he lived until No­ 
vember 6. 
He suffered a nervous break­ 
down a month ago and retired to 
the sanitarium in which he died. 
Because of his advanced years 
and heart disease, which had per­ 
sisted virtually 
throughout 
his 
life, h e' offered but slight physi­ 
cal resistance when a turn for the 
worse occurred. Several weeks ago 
kidney disease developed as an ad­ 
ded complication. 
He lapsed into a. profound coma 
Saturday and failed to recover con­ 
sciousness. 
It was his will to live 
which stayed death, said the at­ 
tending physicians, who also re­ 
marked upon the period of coma 
as very unusual. 
With the aged socialist leader 
at the end where his wife, Kath­

them from the road, struck both 
men and ascended to become lost 
behind the clouds. The negro was 
not injured, with the exception of 
minor bruises, but the impact frac­ 
tured Mr. Browder's skull, causing 
almost instant death.
